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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 190 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 4, 
"expended" should be -expanded--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 156-200 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 156 recites the limitation "said outer part" in Line 14. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Regarding Claims 1 59 and 1 80, it is unclear what is meant by "being greater than 
a value". 

6. Regarding Claims 1 60 and 1 81 , it is unclear what is meant by "slide is one of 
metallic and made from an elastomeric". 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 156-200 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
